Furniture. 

Not many years since, much the larger portion 
of the furniture sold in the Louisville market, 
wag manufactured at Cincinnati and other points, 
and sent here, and large quantities of it gold at 
auction for whatever prices it would bring. Of 
oourse, the greater portion of it was of an infe- 
rior quality, and put together after a fashion, and 
designed to sell and not to render service. Ab 
there was then not much competition in manu- 
facturing furniture here, persona who wished to 
supply themselves with first-rate articles, had to 
pay pretty atiff prices for the best custom work, 
or send to Cincinnati, Pittsburgh, or even further 
east, and buy what they wanted, and pay the ex- 
pense and run the risk of getting it home unin- 
jured. 

The case has now materially changed. Louis- 
ville, from having been a market for the manufac- 
tures of other towns, is now not only supplying 
the wants of her citizens, but is sending abroad 
very large quantities of superior and tasteful fur- 
niture of her own make; and instead of paying 
out large sums for articles produced in other 
places, she is constantly adding to her means, 
by supplying Southern and Western markets 
with a considerable portion of what they want 
in the wav of furniture. When the Nashville 
Railroad is completed, and famiture can be sent 
readily, at cheap rates, to Southern Kentucky and 
Tennessee, we anticipate for our manufacturers, 
in that particular line, a very large increase 
in their business, and expect to see Lou- 
isville made furniture occupy a prom- 
inent place in the list of exports from 
Our market. When within six or seven hours , 
by rail, of Nashville, our intercourse will be great- 
ly increased, and we have no doubt that our Ten- 
nessee friends will find it to their interest to buy 
their supplies at this point rather than go further 
North. 

Among a number of manufacturers who have 
contributed to produce such a revolution in the 
furniture trade of this city, we notice, particular- 
ly, Mr. John M. Monahan, Messrs. John M. Stokes 
h Son, and Mr. John Simm. They have been for 
many years constantly engaged in the business 
of manufacturiDg, and turn out from their work- 
shops as fine furniture as is made anywhere. — 
Messrs. Monahau, and Stokes X Son, have their 
ware-rooms on Main street, between Second and 
Third, and Mr. Simm is located at the corner of 
Main and Seventh streets. Their work shops are 
further back in the city. They all employ large 
numbers of the best workmen, and use the best 
quality of materials. Their work is sold at fair 
prices, and the quality guaranteed. It is a real 
pleasure to walk through their handsome estab- 
lishments, and see the articles of necessity, com- 
fort, elegance, and luxury which they display, 
and which are the productions of tbe mdustrv and 
taste of the proprietors and their operatives. We 
intend to notice these aud other similar establish- 
ments more in detail at au early day, believing 
that we can do nothing more beneficial to the 
general interests of the city than to bring forward 
prominently, its manufacturing facilities. 

Fitx James Tries Artesian Water. 

Fitz James, a correspondent of the “old Spirit,” 
who lately sojourned here, in the course of his 
peregrinations, was introduced to the “sights,” 
among them, Dupont’s Aitesian Well.

Chrisman states, positively and cl earl if, that 
he recognizes the CoNSTiTrVjos al powkk' ok tub 
Federal Legislati'ra .to "motlct the slave- 
owner IN TH* ENJOYMENT OF HIS SLAVE PROPERTY 
in the Territories of the United States. At 
the same time, he thinks it would be impolitic, 
inexpedient, and dangerous to the peace of the 
country, for the South to insist upon any such 
legislation, unless it is demanded by stem and 
imperious necessity. As no such emergency has 
arisen, nod does not now exist— as no Southern 
statesman has yet asked or required of Congress 
the enactment of a penal code for tbe protection 
of property in the Territories— as the Democrat- 
ic party, in the Cincinnati platform, stands 
pledged against the further agitation of the slavery 
question in the halls of Congress— and as the 
passage of such a measure through the next 
House of Representives might be an impossibili- 
ty, — he believes it would be unwise to introduce 
such a proposition into Congress at this time. —

A Woman Offers to Trade Her Daughter for a 
Negro Girl. 

Some time since, the wife of Mr. Poulin, a mer- 
chant of St. Joseph, Mo., ran away with her hus- 
band’s clerk, taking along a little daughter. The 
following letter, written by the woman to her 
husband, is published in the St. Joseph Journal, 
and for coolness and impudence, beats anything 
of the kind that has ever come under our ob- 
servation. The girl, Lucy, mentioned in the let 
ter, is a servant belonging to Mr. Poulin, worth 
about $900, and the child which she proposes to 
exchange is her own, about four years of age. — 
The letter is post-marked Cincinnati, Ohio: 

“May 23, 1859. 

“Mr. Isidore Poulin — Dear Sir: I wish to 
write you a few lines to give you some news of 
us, and to tell you that Eugeuie speaks of you 
every day, and that she wants to go and see her 
papa in the store, and she cries for her good 
Honorine, and her black Lucy every day. 1 
hope you are not mad at me because I went away 
with Mr. Augusta ******. ) am verT 
happy with him, he treqts me like a wife. I do 
not regret what 1 have done, fqr I am happy with 
him. 

“ I will tell you one thing, if you will give 
me Lucy. I wiil give you up Engenie if not, 
you cannot get her. If you are willing to do so 
you can coffie yourself and get her. We will be 
glad to see you. 

“I want you to write right away as soon as you 
get this letter, cause we might be gone from here 
if you wait too long. Direct your letter to Eu- 

f enie Poulin, Cincinnati, Ohio. Write right off. 

cannot wait longer than ten days. Mr. Au- 
gusta will write to you when we receive an an- 
swer from you. 

“We are all well, and wish you the same. Kiss 
the children for me. MARY.” 

Fiendish Attempt at Wholesale Mgrder. — 
Another of those diabolical attempts to gratify a 
petty revenge, by placing obstructions on a rail- 
road track, occurred on Saturday night, on the 
Indianapolis and Cincinnati road. 

As the train on the Lawrenceburg road, due 
here at 10:30 P. M., on Saturday night, approach- 
ed St. Paul’s, between eight and nine o’clock, the 
locomotive struck some ties and a board fastened 
down on the rails, aud was thrown off wiih the 
entire train, making, as we learn, a complete 
smash up. The accident happened in a deep cut, 
but fifteen or twenty feet from its mouth, beyond 
which was a fill of thirty feet. It was fortunate 
that the train was thrown directly eff while in the 
cut. The obstructions had been fastened to the 
track, and it was evidently the expectation ot 
those placing them there that the heaaway of the 
cars, after being thrown from Ihe rails, would 
urge them forward to the embankment, where the 
locomotive, tender, and the cars, with their human 
freight, would be precipitated in a mangled heap 
to the bottom. Fortunately no person was seri- 
ously hurt. The engineer and fireman received 
some fiesh wounds on the face and arms, but 
nothing serious. 

Suspicion pointed to a man who lived ia tbe 
neighborhood, and who, having had a couple of 
calves killed, had been heard to make some threats 
against tbe road. A party went to his house and 
asked for the loan of an axe to cut the engineer 
and fireman from under the wreck, pretending 
that thoae persons were buried under the ruins. 
They found the man armed to tbe teeth. He de- 
nied having an axe. He waa of the name of Ford. 
They arrested him and a man who was working 
for him, and brought them to the city, where they 
are safely lodged in jail . — Indianapolis Sen., 6 th.

CANY ASS IN THE EIGHTH DISTRICT. 

[Correspondence of the Louisville Conrier.) 

The Discussion at Midioay. 

Midway, Ky., June 4, 1859. 
Editors Louisville Courier: The candidates for 
Congress in this district spoke here yesterday, 
and as you would doubtless like to know some- 
thing in relation to them, I will give you an ac- 
count of the debate. By arrangement they each 
spoke one hour and a quarter, and had tilleen 
minutes each to reply. Capt. Simms, the Demo- 
cratic candidate, opened the debate. He is an 
impressive man, and an impresaive speaker, tall 
and dignified; he has a countenance, not only 
indicating mind, but great moral purity and in- 
tegrity of character, with an eye that combines 
mildness, firmness, and courage. He commenced 
by tracing the history of the slavery question, 
and showed that until 1820 there was no restric- 
tion placed upon the rights of the 8outb, but 
perfect equality. By the Missouri compromise, 
however, a great wrong was perpetrated against 
•us by the exclusion of slavery from nearly the 
entire territory of the country. He then showed 
how that, not content with this violation of faith, 
as soon as we had acquired the vast accession of 
territory which the Mexican war brought, an 
attempt was made by the application of the 
Wilmot Proviso, to exclude slaves from that also, 
thus cutting us off from the entire Territory. — 
He detailed the manner in which that was pre- 
vented by the compomise of 1950, when by the 
declaration of the principle of equal rights in the 
Territories, began the work of setting right the 
error of the Missouri Compromise. That work 
was completed by the Kaosas-Nebraska act, and 
confirmed by the Dred Scott decision, thereby 
placing Southerners upon the same footing as 
Northerners, and restoring the equality which 
existed in the days of Washington and prior to 
the Missouri Compromise. 

Mr. Simms claimed these triumphs as Demo- 
cratic triumphs, and that they haa been effected 
against the combined efforts of the Abolitionists, 
and of the very men who are the leaders of the 
Opposition party in Kentucky. He then defined 
his position upon the Territorial slavery ques- 
tion, as based upon the Dred Scott decision, 
which he stated clearly, and beyond the power 
ol misrepresentation, to be this: That Congress 
hal no power over slave property in the Territo- 
ries, except to guaid and pratect it as every 
other species of property; and that the Territori- 
al Legislatures had no power but that delegated 
by Congress, and, therefore, could not exceed it; 
that unfriendly legislation would be unconstitu- 
tional, and that it was the duty of the courts to 
protect owners of slaves as well as other proper- 
ty; that whenever the Territorial Legislature in- 
terfered with the rights of slave owners, or the 
courts proved unable to protect them, then it was 
the power and duty of Congress to do so. His 
enunciation of tbe principle of protection was tbe 
strongest and plainest I have yet heard. 

I have only attempted to give the principal 
topic of Mr. Simms’ speech. He referred in ad 
dition to all the points which form the Opposition 
bill of indictment. His review of the formation 
and objects of that party was the most scathing 
and withering piece of invective I ever listened 
to, and, in its delivery, he displayed the eloquence 
that moves the inmost soul. His voice is clear, 
and his enunciation distinct and accurate. His 
choice of words is chaste and scholarly, while 
there is no hesitating in selecting them to make 
his periods rhetorical and forcible. This is the 
great forte in public speaking, and he possesses it 
in a happy degree. 

Of the other speakers, it is not my purpose to 
trouble you with much detail. Mr. Trabue fol- 
lowed Capt. Simms. Ilis speech consisted main- 
ly of an account of the outrageous manner in 
which he had been treated by tne Know Noth- 
ings, and traced the whole cause of his misfor- 
tunes to the Frankfort clique, of which Mr. Har- 
lan’s father is the moving spirit He showed 
how, that haviug been the first to raise the stan- 
dard of American principles in the country 
when the Know Nothing party arose, it ignored 
his claims for office, and coquetted with him, 
denying him place when powerful, and seeking 
him as a candidate when weak. His disclosures 
of the party machinery were rich, and there was 
scarcely any one who will not regard him as verv 
badly treated. He defined his position on other 
points of national policy, which were protection 
to slavery, and an endorsement of tfeeLecompton 
Constitution. 

Mr. Harlan followed last. His position being 
one of rejoinder, gave him au advantage which 
the weakness of his cause well demanded. To 
have heard him, you would have thought either 
that he was the representative of a party co- 
extensive with the Union, and unsurpassed for 
the honesty and soundness of its principles, 
or that he stood out as simply a party in him 
self. He certainly did not attempt to explain 
away the sins and rottenness of the present Op- 
position. He left the charges of Capt. Simms 
unanswered, and, except as an instance of the 
power of a man to speak an hoqr and a half in 
reputed defence of a party without succeeding, 
his speech contained no strength. I will do Mr 
Harlan the justice to sav, that tor so young a man, 
being only 26 years, the day before he commenc- 
ed the canvass, as he informed us, he evinces no 
mean power as a speaker, and in a better cause 
would do well. But he is unfortunately made by 
his party to assume this race, when certain de- 
feat awaits him, and I regret that a youth of such 
promise sbonld fie so early nipped in the 
bud. In person, Mr. Harlan is tall, and is evi- 
dently elated by his nomination. He has red hair 
and a small red side whisker. His face promises 
to rival his hair, and his nose, rather long, has 
its end finely colored by the incapacity of his 
beaver to protect its extremity. He wears straps 
to his pauis, and a standing collar, a scarf cravat 
with a handsome breastpin, and a snuff-colored 
cloth coat with a velvet collar; and bis appearance 
indicates that distingue air which belongs to the 
high bred and aristocratic. But enough, I have, 
unconsciously, written you too long a letter, which 
you will use your judgment in publishing. Rest as- 
sured that Simms w;ll unite the Democracy, and 
that he will carry the district by a triumphant 
majority.

and that, while denying to tbe Federal Govern- 
ment the power to destroy those rights, for the 
protection of which Governments are established, 
and laws shoul be administered, they more stren- 
uously protest agamst the usurpation of any such 
power, either directly or indirectly.through ex- 
press prohibition, unfriendly legislation or legis- 
lative inaction, by any subordinate agency. 

Resolved, That in the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, in the case of Dred 
Scott, we are glad to recognize an emphatic en 
dorsement by our highest judicial tribunal, of the 
correctness of those doctrines for which the Dem- 
ocratic party has always contended, and of the 
justice of the position occupied by the Southern 
States during the long coqrse of sectional contro- 
versy. 

Resolved, That all States and sections of the 
Union are entitled equally, within the limits of 
tbe Constitution, to the vigilant solicitude and 
fostering care of the Federal Government; that, 
consistently with the requirements of the Consti- 
tution, every part of the country should be left 
alike free ana unimproved in its commercial and 
material development, and that Territorial expan- 
sion is a legitimate expression of the healthy en- 
ergies and growing capacities of the people. 

Resolved, That the acquisition of Cuba by the 
United States, is a measure demanded by the in- 
terests, and essential to the prosperity of both 
countries, and that we consider it the duty of Con-

Resolved, That in the application of the Presi- 
dent to Congress at its late session, for power and 
means to use the army and navy for the protection 
oi the rights of American citizens on the different 
transit routes in Central America and Mexico, we 
perceive a desire to realize the aspirations and 
wish of the Democracy, aud a disposition to ini- 
tiate a vigorous aDd patriotic foreign policy. 

Resolved, That the whole foreign policy qf the 
Administration gives warrant to anticipate a com- 
plete fulfilment of the ,ast expectations of the 
country, apd that it ha*, thus far, been character- 
ized by a moderation, a dignity, and, at the same 
time, a determined vigor, winch we welcome 
as tbe opening of a new era in our relations with 
foreign nations. 

Resolved, That we bold those Democratic mem- 
bers of the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States, who, in a spirit of Opposition

Mr. B. on this subject read and 
adopted as in accordance with and expressive of 
his own views, that pait of the Dred Scott deci- 
sion in the words, viz : “No word can be found in 
the Constitution which gives Congress a ^roster 
power over slave Territory, or which entities 
property of that kind to less protection than 
property of any other description; the only power 
conferred is the power coupled with the duty of 
guarding and protecting the owner in his rights. 

How any Constitutional Democrat cau deny this 
doctrine, is strange to a plain man like myself. 
It is the only ground upon which this Union can 
stand. Whenever the Democratic party adopt a 
seeming temporary expediency for correct princi- 
ple, and at the sacrifice of such principle, it 
will speedily die, as it will deserve to do Bet- 
ter far would it have been, that Douglas should 
have fallen, when making his Anti-Lecompton 
canvass in Illinois, than the Democratic 
party sbonld be forced to engraft npon Its 
creed the miserable demagogue principle of 
th# nght of “unfriendly legislation,” and that 
no less silly, and equally strong with Aboli- 
tion taint, that the power to protect proper- 
ty in slaves carried with it the power 
to destroy. Sadly pressed, indeed, were the 
friends of the Douglas heresy, to resort to so silly 
and absurd an argument. If their doctrines were 
true, then indeed, would our Legislature and our 
Judiciary, yea, and our Executive, have fearful 
powers of destruction. They all have the power 
coupled with the duty to "protect persons and 
property coming under their jurisdiction; and if 
we are to adopt the wisdom of the “Lexington 
Statesman, ’ and papers of kindred sentiment, 
they all have the power to destroy, annihilate, 
and abolish. Miserable justice, unworthy of se- 
rious consideration. But no such monstrous ab- 
surdity will ever find a lodgement in the Demo- 
cratic policy. They will sever Douglas, and tbo*e 
who hold hia views, as they did Mr. Van Buren 
and Col. Benton, and in this way alone, will the 
Democratic party oontinue to be as it ever has 
been, powerful to defend the rights ef the States 
under the Constitution. 

What, I would ask those who urge this Douglas 
heresy upon the country, would have been the 
condition of the great National Democracy, if, 
instead of discarding Van Buren and Benton’ 
they should, for fear of losing their influence, have 
countenanced their dangerous innovation* in polit- 
ical doctrine ?

The President in North Carolina. 

The President left Washington on Monday even- 
iog, accompanied by the Hon. Jacob Thompson, 
Secretary ot the Interior, on a visit to the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina. Upon their arrival at 
Weldon in that State, on Tuesday, thev were for- 
mally tveloomed by Governor Ellis and Ex-Gov- 
ernor Bragg, who, accompanied by several other 
distinguished citizens and two volunteer military 
companies from Raliegh and Wilmington, had 
proceeded thither to welcome th6ir eminent 
guests, who were received in the presence of a 
large concourse of spectators. 

The remarks on the occasion were brief and 
appropriate, and those of the President will at- 
tract the more interest from their announcement 
of his wish to retire to private life at the close of 
his present term of office. After Gov. Ellis’ ad- 
dress, Mr. Buchanan said 

"I reciprocate with all my heart, tbe cordial 
welcome I have just received from the citizens of 
North Carolina. I have long contemplated a 
visit to your great and fruitful State, but have 
never been able to do so till now. 1 must have 
come now or not at all, for the age I will have 
attained when mv term shall have ended, and 
when I shall go into retirement, is that at which 
man is warned to remain at rest, and prepare for 
that great event which must overtake us all. 

I have always admired this State. It is truly 
conservative, and while the tire of libertv burns 
as brightly in the bosoms o! Nwrth Carolinians 
as in the heart* of any of the inhabitants of this 
Union, the love of law and oroer are equally 
prevalent. Liberty, as cherished by all parties 
in North Carolina, becomes a great civil bless- 
ing, unmixed as it is with lawlessness, which 
would make it a curse. 

The Governor has spoken of me as a supporter of 
the Constiution and the l nion, and be has spoken 
truly. I ever expect to be. As long aa this great 
charter of liberty remains unimpaired, we shall 
be the greatest and happiest people in the world. 
But let it be battered, and we become the scorn of 
the world and the hope of tyrants. Thank God 
there is no danger to it from North Carolina, for 
while she may have had her differences in politics, 
she has never wavered on the great question ol 
the Constitution. God bless the Old North State!” 

At tbe close of the President's speech ex-Gov- 
ernor Bragg, in a cordial address, welcomed Mr. 
Secretary Thompson, a native North Carolinian, 
who briefly and eloquently replied. The ceremo- 
nies at Weldon were then closed with a national 
air from the hand; and after a few minutes rest, 
the party including the military companies, took 
a special train of cars for Raleigh, where they 
safely arrived in the evening. The address of 
welcome at Raleigh was delivered by the Hon. 
Daniel M. Barringer, and was replied to both by 
the President and Mr. Thompson. 



Shipwreck on Lake Michigan— Five Lives Lost 

The schooner Euphemia, Capt. Claussen, was 
wrecked on Lake Michigan, oil Blacn Lake, daring 
the gale on the 27th ult , and five out of tbeaix per- 
sons on board perished. She was loaded with 
lumber, Lapsized in the gale, lay a few minutes on 
her beam ends, when her masts broke away and 
she went over bottom up. When she first cap- 
sized the crew clung to the weather aide, except 
the cook aod another who were washed off by the 
sea, but caught pieces of lumber and floated off'. — 
Two men got on the keel, but soon caught pieces 
of lumber and floated away. Capt. Claussea had 
been injured by tne falling of tbe main boom, was 
lashed to tbe wreck by Mr. Hammitt, and died by 
his side in about three hours after receiving his 
injuries. Mr H. was rescued after having been 
exposed to the sea and storm, without food, for 
about thirty hours. The wreck drifted in near 
shore, and was visited twice, Mr. H. says, by 
plunderers, who cruelly left him to perish. He 
was at last discovered by the crew of a vessel on 
the beach, and taken off! The men who left the 
wreck on pieces of lumber have not since been 
heard of. The crew were shipped at Detroit. 

Murbbr at Logan s Gap.— W a are informed 
that a man named Frefl. Bartlett, somewhat no- 
toriously known as a rowdy over in Ohio, mur- 
dered hii wife, on Saturday night last, about 9 
o’clock at Logan's gap, four miles below thiscitv, 
in Brown county, Ohio, where he resided. 

No other person was present when the bloody 
deed was committed, and Bartlett himself gave 
information of it to his neighbors, and told that 
she had accidentally shot herself. 

His stories in regard to the matter were so con- 
tradictory, that suspicion was immediately fas- 
tened on him as tbe murderer, and on investiga- 
tion, no doubt was left on tbe minds of his 
neighbors, that he had shot and killed her, whilst 
both were taking their supper. 

Great excitement prevailed in the neighborhood 
in consequence of the murder, and it was thought 
at one time that a mob would hang the culprit 
without the intercession of Judge or jury. 

The Circuit Court is now in session at George- 
town, and he will therefore be tried immediately.

General S tad ion is a well known Aus- 
trian officer of mem, as is indicated by bit 
having been placed in the command of the ad- 
vanced guard of the army. Gen. Forry who 
commanded the French, obtained a high reputa- 
tion in the Crimea. There is another incident n 
reports worthy notice, as indicating the effect of 
the presence of tbe Emperor on the French 
troops. The number of officers killed is reported 
large. Although Louis Napoleon was not 00 the 
battle field, he was at Altsaandria, in tbe immedi- 
ate vicinity, and besides being inspired by feei 
ings of emulation of old Napoleonic gloriea, each 
felt that be was fighting under the immediate eve 
of his Emperor. With them it was glory or the 
grave. The fountain of all honor was at hand to 
witness their heroism, or to lave and aooth their 
wounds. When Francis Joseph reaches hia camp 
a similar inspiriting effect will, no doubt, be frit 
in the Austrian army, and Europe will witness 
one of thejfierceat struggles, over one of the faire-4 
portions of the earth, that historr has ever re- 
corded. 

The opening conflict was sanguinary , but who 
can foresee what rivers of blood will yet flow 
from the fountain now opened at Montebello.

Four men had been killed by the Indians, near 
Klamath Lake. Thirty men had started from 
Jacksonville to avenge the murder. 

The news from the Walker’s River mines con- 
tinues to be very flattering. 

The house of Col. E. A. Stevenson, situated 
about three miles from the town of Red Bluff, was 
burned on the night of the 11th of May,’ con- 
suming Mrs. Stevenson and three children, to- 
gether with Mrs. Krouk and her two children. 
Mr. Krouk, overseer for Col. Stevenson, barely 
escaped with hva life. It was generally supposed 
to have been the work of Indians, and that they 
first murdered tbe women and children. 

Two arrivals from China brought over seven 
hundred emigrants to San Francisco. 

A party of Regulators had driven the Mexicans 

from several ranches on the Sonontia V alley. 

At one place a fight took place, when three Mex- 
icans and one Indian were killed. 

Consternation filled the Mexicans, and evezy 
farm on the Sonoritia is deserted. Tbe command- 
er at Fort Buchanan had ordered out troops to 
disperse assembling rioters. 

The Double-Headed Girl Case. 

To th* Editors af the iV. Y. Evening Po* : tn 

your notice ol a double- headed girl on exhibition 
in Georgia, you express doubts as to the truth of 
the statement contained In the notice you pub- 
lished. One year ago this month I saw this child 
in St. Louis, Missouri. She >s a slave, born ia 
North Carolina. While an infant she vas sold 
tor one thousand dollars. The owner took the 
child to Eag.and, «nd exhibited it to hundreds of 
thousands .n the old world. The present owner 
bough* its mother, went to England, and institu- 
ted legal proceedings m the Rum . 0 * the mother 
for the custody of tb« child. 

The resemblance which th* child bore to th* 
mother was so strong that the presiding judge 
directed it to bo given up to the mothor, which 
was done. The late owner then offered to deposit 
in court fifty thousand dollars to the credit of the 
mother, it she would commit the child to huo 
again, and remain with it herself ; for, by the 
laws of England, she and her child were free- but 
th# offer was declined. “ What should I Jo with 
so much money Y' said she ; •* J wish to return 
with my ^hiid to North Carolina," which she did 
by the way of New York. 

Her owner then asked the mother in wbat 
manner she wished to live, aod he would conform 
to it. She asked for a little cottage and a patch 
of ground where she could raise her own chick 
ens. There says her master, she lives, with her 
husband, and five other children which h« has 
purchased. Two others were sold while young 
to a negro trader; and notwithstanding that the 
master of this valuable family has offered five 
hundred dollars to know who ia the present owner 
of these two, no trace caa be found of their 
whereabouts. 

I never saw a more sprightly child of its age 
than this wonderful twin child, which in fact is 
two children in everything but the bodv.— 
A utile below the shoulder blade there is but 
one spinai oolumn ; there are two heads and necks, 
two hearts and sets of luogs, four arms and four 
legs— in short, the child is as much two as one. 
The two heads converse with each other, as do 
the Siamese Twins. They can sing together or 
separately, and can ta k with different persons at 
the same time. This double creature can run and 
dance, and appears perfectly happv. It was 
dressed when I saw it, m white, with a crown on 
each head, with long, flowing, curling hair. Th* 
complexion is a dark copper color, with bright, 
full eyes, noticing all that takes place in their 
presence. But for fear of emancipation, the child 
would be taken North. Nesrlv one hundred dol- 
lars a day were received while it was in «t. Louis.

Tlie Journal on Magoffin and Others. 

1 he bulk ol the Democracy of Kentucky, includ- 
ing the Democratic candidate for the Govemor- 
ahip, and nearly every other Democratic candi 
date in the field, hold with the Louisville Demo- 
crat that Congress, as a matter of policy, if on no 
other ground, ought not to protect slave property 
m the Territories in any event . — Louisville Jour- 
nal. 

Th<- hulk of the Democracy of Kentucky, the 
Democratic candidate for Governor, and the other 
candidates, hold with the Louisville Democrat no 
such position. We do not know of a single Demo- 
cratic candidate in Kentucky, who holds with the 
Democrat this doctrine, and we know that the 
bulk of the party utterly repudiate such an 
•oominable heresy. Mr. Magoffin has said as 
plainlv as words will let him speak, that Congress 
has the power to protect slavery in the Territo- 
t ,es and. instead of asserting that, as a matter of 
policy, this power should not be exercised in any 
event, he has said again and again, that it is the 
duty of Congress to exercise this power whenever 
necessary. So far as we can learn, every one of 
our candidates upon the State ticket occupies this 
position, and the candidates for Congress, and 
for the State Legislature, hold the same doctrine. 

The following are Mr. Magoffin s own words 
upon the subject of protection 

‘‘That Congress has the power to protect while 
.t cannot prohibit slavery in the Territories; that 
ti.e Territorial Legislature, as its agent, cannot 
exclude or abolish slavery, directly or indirectly, 
by unfriendly legislation; that such legislation is 
void, and would be declared unconstitutional by 
tne Federal courts; that it is the duty of the Terri- 
torial Legislature to protect slave property, and 
property of all kinds; that the rights of property 
of ail kinds are under the protection of the govern- 
ment, the Constitution and the laws, that our 
right* and remedies seem to be now complete in 
the Territories, and nothing has occurred to show 
their inadequacy, that the Democratic party has 
brought us to this position o f safety against all 
the efforts of the Opposition, entertaining differ- 
ent opinions on the subject, and forming combi- 
nations to destroy it; that the struggles and vic- 
tories over other parties have clearly shown that 
ours is the only party capable of protecting our 
tights, or guarding ihem in the future; ana if it 
should be necessary to pass laws to enforce the de- 
crees of the judiciary, or even to call out troops, 
that it would be the duty of the government to do 

bO.”

0. And the duty of the Government, whenever 
accessary, to pa- law to enforce the decrees of 
the Judiciary, and even to call out troops to exe- 
cute them. 

Now, it seems to us that this protection plat- 
form of Mr. Magoffin is pretty strong. The prin- 
cipal difficulty in it i* the closing words, which 
ome insist are obscure. But we doubt not that 
Mr. Magoffin means by the duty of Government to 
Jdut taws to enforce t he decrees of the Judiciary , and 
even to call out troop*, the odtv or each depart- 
ment of the Government when necessary to 
act in it« proper sphere for the protection or 
SLAVE PROPERTY in THE TERRITORIES. He 

therefore means that it is the duty of the 
National legislature to pass laws for the 
protection of the rights of slaveholders in the 
Territories of the United Stales, of the Judiciary 
to act upon those laws, and of the Executive to 
see that they are executed, even by the use ol 
troops, if peacef ul measures will not suffice, when- 
ever such action on the part of either department, 
acting in its proper sphere, is necessary. 

Although, then, Mr. Magoffin thinks slavery is 
sufficiently protected in the Territories at this 
t.me, he ,s clearly, emphatically, and thoroughly 
lor more protection whenever he is assured that 
it is necessary. Whenever, there fore, the Terri- 
torial Legislature fails to give adequate protec- 
tion, and the courts cannot supply it, Mr. Magolfin 
.8 for the passage ol the necessary laws by the legis. 
lat.ve department of the Federal Government, the 
action ol the Federal Judiciary upon those laws, 
and the assistance of the Federal Executive to 
enforce them. In other words, he is first for 
leaving the question of protection to the Territo- 
rial authorities and the courts, so long as adequate 
protection is thereby afforded; but whenever the 
protection thus afforded is shown to be inade- 
, suate, he is for the passage of protective laws 
by Congress, the protective action of the courts 
upon those laws, and finally, if such peaceful 
means will not secure the end in view, he is for 
enlisting the strong arm of the Executive depart 
ment of the Federal Government, backed by the 
troops of the United States. We hardly think 
that any reasonable man would ask more protec- 
tion than this, or assert that Mr. Magoffin was 
not for Congressional protection in any event. 



Will the Question Arise' 

The anti-protection papers are continually de- 
claring that the doctrine of squatter sovereignty 
can never be a living or practical issue. Such 
editors certainly are either very ignorant or ex- 
ceedingly stupid. We have not the slightest doubt 
that the question will arise np before Congress at 
its nextsession. 

It will be remembered that during the last ses- 
sion of Congress, Mr. Morris, of Illinois, as the 
organ and immediate representative of the views 
of Mr. Doulas on squatter sovereignty, offered a 
hill, providing that hereafter in the organisation 
of Territories, the inhabitant* thereof should be 
left perfectly free to elect tbeir own Governors 
Judges and other officers. This measure, we bare 
no doot/l, will be again preedM heft winter. The 
especial guardians *X “non intervention” will 
then have an opportunity of showing how far they 
carry out that principle. To be consistent they 
will, we presume, sustain Mr. Morris’ proposition, 
and rid Congress entirely of the disturbing Ter- 
ritorial qnoation. Hands ofl every way, is pure 
“noo Intervention." Won’t slavery be amply 
protected in tbe Territories when the Governors. 
Judges, Ac., are all elected by the squatters, sad 
when squatter Judges adjudicate on laws passed 
by squatter legislatures.

Popular Sovereignty vs. Squatter Sovereignty. 

The Washington “States” publishes the following : 

“Bon. Linn Boyd, the candidate for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of Kentnrkv. has been claimed by ths Louisville 
Courier as friendly to the proposition that Congress 
should be requested to protect slavery In the Territo- 
ries. It entirely and thoroughly misrepresents him. 

“The Lexington Statesman says that Mr. Boyd disap- 
provea the whole movement — thinks it most unwise, ut- 
terly barren of advantage to tbe South, and fraught 
with trouble to the party and danger to the country. He 
believes that Congress has power to extend to slavery 
protection a< to all other species of property in the Ter- 
ritories, but he does not hesitate to declare his opinion 
that such a demand, at this time, is unnecessary, impo- 
litic, and a breach of faith withUhe parties to the com- 
promise measures of I860 and 1S54. He believes that 
the South ought not now to ssk a slave code for the 
Territories at the hands of Congress, and is opposed to 
Congressional intervention at this time, either to pro- 
tect or in any mode regulate slavery In the Territories.” 

Such is tbe position to which absolute non in- 
terventionism pushes its own adherents. If the 
assertion of tbe “ Statesman ’’ shall be found ac- 
curate, then we have reason for congratulation at 
Mr. Boyd's frankness— while we regret that a 
statesman of bis distinction should be misled into 
tional rights of tbe States, and especially with 
tbe interests of the Southern States. Nay, the 
a position so much at variance with the constitu- 
best interests of all the States of tbe Union 
demand that the slavery question shall be settled 
on a permanent basis; and every light of experi- 
ence or of forecast demonstrates the fact that no 
basis of settlement can be permanent, unless it 
shall consist in a strict recognition and obser- 
vance of the letter and spirit of the Constitution 
of the United States. 

Admitting the fact that the Constitution does 
confer on Cougress the power to protect every 
species of persons and property in the Territo- 
ries, Mr. Boyd is obliged to admit that it is the 
imperative duty of Congress to pass all acts ne- 
cessary to secure such protection. 

This is an instance in which power and duty are 
inseparable. 

But Mr. Boyd urges that Congressional protec- 
tion to a certain species of property is "unneces- 
sary.” How unnecessary ? Unnecessary at pres- 
ent? This is at least doubtful, at this moment, 
when a Territorial Legislature is openly attempt- 
ing tbe abolition of slavery. Certainly, Mr. Bevd 
cannot pretend to such prophetic inspiration as 
would authorize the assertion that henceforward 
and forever Congressional protection to the rights 
of persons and property iu the Territories, will 
be “unnecessary.” So far as the necessity is 
concerned. Congress should be left where the 
Coustitution leaves it, to judge in each instance 
that may arise, what legislation, if any, is "nec- 
essary and proper” lor the sufficient protection of 
persons and property. 

Mr. Boyd lurther urges that any demand for 
protection, Irom Congress, at this time, would be 
impolitic. This depends upon the question as to 
the necessity for protection at this time, and does 
not touch the vital question at issue. That ques- 
tion is, shall the people of any part of the Union, 
abjure, renounce or waive their unquestionable 
right to the protection ol their persons and prop- 
erty by each and every department of the General 
Government ? 

Finally, Mr. Boyd objects to a Constitutional ex- 
ercise of power by Congress, as involving a 
breach of some agreement entered into by cer- 
tain “parties to the compromise measures of 1850 
and 1854.” 

These "parties, we presume, are the members 
of Congress who voted for the measures referred to. 
Did Southern members, by voting for certain of 
the Compromise measures of 1850, or for the sub- 
sequent Kansas-Nehraska compromise, intend to 
nullify the power and duty of Congress to pro 
tect persons and property in the Territories? We 
doubt whether many will be found to admit such 
intention, and many have certainly denied it. — 
But suppose they did. How, then, is their action 
binding? Look at the state of the case. A mem- 
ber of Congress takes an oath to support the Con- 
stitution. The Constitution makes it his duty to 
vote for laws protecting persons and property in 
the Territories. He enters into a partisau agree- 
ment to oppose the passage of such laws. Which 
must he violate — the oath or the agreement? This 
simple statement of the case is sufficient to ex- 
pose the pretence about a "breach of faith” so 
industriously harped on by non-interventionist 
partisans. If any member of Congress has en- 
tered into an agreement to violate the Constitu- 
tion, that agreement is in no manner binding on 
the people of the United States, or on the Domo- 
cratic party— and he owes it to “good faith” — he 
owes it to his oath to violate the agreement. 

As for the catch-word “slave cede,” so frequent- 
ly employed, we seriously protest against its em- 
ployment by other than Black Republican presses 
and orators. It smacks of Abolitionism, and does 
injustice to the position and the just demands of 
the South. We ask for no "slave code.” We 
ask for no peculiar or exclusive privilege for slave 
persons and slave property. We only ask that 
all persons and all property shall receive from 
the General Government ihe measure of legal 
protection awarded them by the Constitution. 

A word more. We recommend to all of our 
Southern brethren, who are "weak in the knees" 
on the subject of Constitutional right, a perusal 
of the manly, straight-forward, conservative posi- 
tion announced by the Democratic Standard, of 
Concord, New Hampshire. We will publish here- 
after the article at length. At present an extract 
must suffice: 

“The Washington organ, ('the Constitution,’) we Im- 
agine, will find that it will be compelled to take the 
only true and substantial ground with reference to this 
question, which can betaken, viz; That ail property, 
existing in the form of slave labor, or cattle, or horses, 
or in any other form, must be fully protected in the 
Territories, 1st, by the people of the Territories, it 
they will; 2d, by the jndteiary, if that shall prove ade- 
quate; and if botli the former foil, or prove Inadequate 
to prelect such property, then, 8d, by Congress and the 
ExeeAitlve power of u.« Unit'd (states. To propose any- 
thiro- short of tliis, is a cheat, a delusion, and will be 
repelled by all honorable minds.” 

Head it, gentlemen of the South, and sav 
whether with this, the language of a leading 
Northern Democratic paper before you, you will 
agree to infringe the Constitution of the United 
State*, for the purpose of yielding up your own 
rights of property a sacrifice to sectional clamor. 

The great principle of popular sovereignty 
must be maintained. Whenever the people of a 
Territory assemble to form a State Constitution, 
they, and they alone, have the right to abolish or 
to protect property in slaves, or cattle, or horses, 
or in any other form. And this principle of pop- 
ular sovereignty never can be fairly and fully 
maintained, if we are to allow its exercise to be 
preceded and superseded by the anarchy of squat- 
ter sovereignty, snatching power regardless of the 
equal rights of the States, the letter and spirit of 
the Constitution, and every principle of the “law 
of liberty.”
